SER: H.- BUTLER'S FIRM’ SPEECH, 


frst Durbar speech 
at Government ‘House as Governor . of 
Burma Sir Harcourt Butler said: that it 
was too early yet to piss final judgment 
on the workirg. of the new Constitution. 
‘which had been twunched under con- 
ditions of- considerable disadvantage 
to the prevalence of unrest and the 
actian of a large section of the public 
fin refusing to co-operate and jn boycotting 
the elections for the Legislative Council. 
evertheless,| the reformed: ‘Constitution 
of Burma had already achieved a distinct 
political advance and the Legislative 
Council was: now conducting business in 
uw spirit of moderation and compromise. 
Referring to politinl unrest, the 
Governor, said that it was engineered by 
discontented persoms,: hut: the” people 
genernily were not. greatly affected, 
‘though ‘attempts had | been sedulously 
made to spread the belief that the British 
were ready, or could be induced to leave 
Burma. A more ridieulous proposition 


hod never been circulated, bat'no rumour |

‘leeptance, and there were many yurmours 
that British rale would disappear after. 
the elapse of a century, a period which 
would shortly: have éxpired. .A similar 
rumour had’ been current Tndia in 
1831, the year of the Mutiny. ir cratection 
with the centenary. of the “Rattle of 
Plassey.

Mr..J. Smith, of the “Kowloon-Canton

amination of the front’ axle to’ find out 
whether it wus possible that the nuts had’ 
fouled, but he could Gnd no trace of that 
having oceurred. There would have been 
marks to show had fouling take place. 
The tyre and brake were saturated “ith, 
grease, making the hand-brake’ ineffec- 
tive. sThe brakes were not on, but it 


| was probable that they had been on and’ 


the jar when the car fell over took them 
off. The steering gear was slack, but 
there was 2 genera! slackness about steer- 
ing’gears as kept by local Chinese drivers. 
Most gears were so slack that the wheel 
had to be kept movizlg continually" in 
order’ to keep the bus straight. 

“A Chinese woman passenger’ said she 
got into the bus at Sung Wan Hill, ‘and 
a short while Iater she saw No. 2 prison- 
‘er, the inspector, push’ the driver aside 
and take the wheel. There was a short 
period when there was no one at the 
wheel. Almost immediately after No. 2 
took the wheel the bus went over the’ 
edge." 

Another passenger said he sawNo. 8 
take the wheel, and 'from then to the time 
the bus went over the .edge there wos 
“ only time enough to light o cigarette..’ 

‘Inspector J. Ogg said that-he visited. 
the scene, and saw the wheel marks 
where the bus had swerved from the right 
hand side of the road to :the left, The 
first. prisoner, in a statement made to the’ 
police when ‘charged, said he wag just 
going back to the depot. . The second’ said 
that the frst told him the steering gear 
was loose, and he tried it to see. whether 
it was alright. be 

Mr. N. I. Brewer, who defended, called 
the first prisoner, who said that the 
second prisoner had the power. to send 
his bus back to the depot. He told the 
inspector on this day that. something was, 
‘wrong. with the gears, and the icapector 
took charge of the wheel, pushing him out 
of the way, He gave up the wheel re: 
luctantly. When the inspector’ took the 
wheel the bus swerved and went over. r, the 
edge. : : aaron 

Cross-examined, he denied that he 
willingly gave the wheel to the inspector.
